12. (Previously Amended) A method of producing a polypeptide comprising culturing a 
host cell transfected with the vector of claim 9 in an appropriate culture medium to, thereby, 
produce the polypeptide expressed by the nucleic acid molecule.

38. (Currently Amended) The isolated nucleic acid molecule of claim 5 4 which encodes a 
polypeptide comprising an amino acid sequence which is at least about 98% homologous to the 
amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:2. 

39*. (Currently Amended) The isolated nucleic acid molecule of claim $ 4 which encodes a 
polypeptide comprising an amino acid sequence which is at least about 99% homologous to the 
amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:2. 
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
